All eyes in the paper trade have for some 
time past been turned in the direction of

Upon this com- 
bination of the news. manufacturers hinges 
everything goes well there will be 
of some sixteen present existing corpora- 
tions.

Much speculation has been indulged in 
as to the probable outcome of these meet- 
ings, and Tue Paper Trape JourNaAc has 
been untiring in its efforts to secure and 
lay before its reatlers the news of each im- 
portant council, in order that they might 
keep posted and be the better able to judge 
for themselves what the future may have 
in store. This paper has aimed to mirror 
the influence exerted by these gatherings 
upon the trade at large, and it has from 
time to time presented views and opinions | 
of men in the trade on both the news and | 
sulphite combinations, together with the 
mumerous arguments advanced for and | 
against each. 

Standing upon the threshold of a new 
year, the questions which most deeply con- 
cern the paper man to-day are: “What | 
is likely to be the outcome of the move- 
ments so long making, looking toward the 
combination of the big news manufacturers | 
and the joining of hands of the sulphite 
men?” and “Will they bring about better 
prices?” Following out its previous policy | 
in this direction, Tae Parer Trapve Jour- 
NAL has, through its correspondents, put 
itself in touch with paper men in all parts | 
of our land, and it is to-day in a position | 
to reflect the general pulse, and, answering 
the above questions, to make a pleasing | 
forecast for the year 1808. 

Regardless of what may be done by the | 
American Sulphite Fibre Association, bet- 
ter prices are likely to be obtained for sul- 
phite pulp in the near future. There has 
already been an advance of from $3 to $5 
a ton over prices prevailing six months | 
ago. This advance has been brought about | 
not as a result of the meetings of the sul- 
phite manufacturers, which, up to the pres- 
ent, have resulted in nothing except dis- 
agreements, but owing solely to an in- 
creased demand consequent upon paper 
mills being busy generally. Everything 
points to this activity among paper manu- 
facturers continuing unabated after the first 
of the year, which means an increased 
consumption of  sulphite. Meantime, 
the export business in sulphite is in- 
creasing. There are two sulphite mills in 
Maine with a total daily production of 75 
tons of quick-cooked pulp, one-third of 
which is being exported regularly. Two 
English manufacturers who are using this 
pulp have asked for and have received an 
option on these two mills until January 
31, 18908. As announced jn a previous issue 
of this paper, the properties have been in- 
spected by an agent of the parties inter- 
ested, who has recently returned to Eng- 
land to report favorably to his principals, 
and advise their buying the mills. If this 
should come to pass, all the pulp made at 
these two mills would be shipped abroad. 
The American market would be relieved of 
75 tons of pulp per day by such an arrange- 
nient. There is every likelihood, there- 
fore, that better prices must rule for sul- 
phite, even if the sulphite manufacturers 

should fail to agree upon a plan, for, what 
with the home market relieved of 75 tons 
per day, a good export business doing, and 
the paper business flourishing, there will

The Receivership—The Conduct of the 
Business — Outside Parties Buying. 
Claims — Creditors Now Urged to 
Accept the Company’s Proposition. 


CLEVELAND, December 6, 1897.

On May 14, 1897, the receiver addressed 
a circular to the creditors, stating that he 
had taken into his counsel the employees 
most familiar with the business. Each one 
of these men had ideas of his own in re- 
gard to continuing or conducting the busi- 
| ness. Many of their suggestions were put 
into operation, while I, as founder of the 
company, and familiar with all its details, 
was placed on the pay roll at barely 
enough to pay my living expenses from 
| week to week; whereas my advice, if heed- 
ed, would have been the means of prevent- 
| ing heavy sacrifices. 
At the outset of the receivership Mr. 
Horr procured an order from the court to 
conduct the business in its usual way, mak- 






































































































assets at his disposal for the purpose of 
paying debts. 

The receiver conducted the business un- 
der this order until July 15, 1807. On 
July 1, 1897, a statement was made up, 
showing the gain (on paper) from May 
7 to July 1 to be about $400. This would 
average about $2,400 per year, and if con- 
tinued in that way the company would 
never pay its debts. 

On July 15, I, as a creditor, made appli- 
cation to the court to have the raw mate- 
rials worked up, and the finished product in 
mills and store got into money as soon as 
This order was granted by the 





Shortly after this order was issued the 
receiver began to let some of his managers 
the assets which were to be disposed of 
and gotten into money. These men were 
given to understand by the receiver that 
their positions with the company would 
not be permanent, and if they could find 
other positions he would advise them to do 
so. The result was that the men best quali- 
fied to fix prices on the goods accepted

that line, with the further result that the 
stock was sacrificed, I should say, to an

Any move that the Cleveland Paper Com- 


pany has made toward a settlement, the 
parties buying claims have followed it up 
by sending their agents all over the coun- 
try where there was a creditor to buy their 
claims. 

The article states that I was to be treated 
as a preferred creditor, when there was 
never such a thing thought of. The appli- 
cation for a receiver specifically states that 
my claim was to be treated the same as any 
other creditor, and under date of May 12a 
circular letter sent to the creditors states 
distinctly that my claim has no priority 
over other creditors. Your article also 
states that suit was begun in the Common 
Pleas Court, of Cleveland, to subject the 
stockholders to individual liability. The 
history of the matter is as follows: The 
party owning this claim is a rag dealer. 
The writer of this letter furnished him 
money and a sack to go out’on the street 
and buy rags, he having at that time no 
money. The beginning of his fortunate 
business career was in this way. He has 
sold to this company thousands of dollars’ 
worth of stock, and I think I could safely 
say his sales to us amounted up to the 
hundreds of thousands. The attorneys 
thought by commencing this suit in some 
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legal way, which I cannot quite explain, in 
a legal suit against stockholders, gives 
them certain fee or priority in case stock- 
holders are subjected in any way to settle 
their business. This same party said he 
would have the suit withdrawn, while the 
attorneys declined to do on account of this 
legal position it would place them in, in 
case other suits were commenced against 
the stockholders. The Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, through their attorney in Cleve- 
land, as I am informed, were inclined to 
accept one of the propositions of the 
Cleveland Paper Company for a settlement, 
but parties representing this board of trade 
were induced to sell their claims for cash 
to outsiders. 

It is sincerely to. be hoped that all the 
creditors of the Cleveland Paper Company 
who have not accepted one of the proposi- 
tions of the company for a settlement will 
now do so, and not sell their claims, to be 
used in a way for speculative purposes.

Philip Rudolph, 
Philip Rudolph & Sons, 
yesterday (Friday). 

Mr. Rudolph was born in Chester Coun- 
ty, Pa., on February 27, 1839, and was the 
son of William and Mary Rudolph. He 
received his education in the county school, 
and his first experience in business was in 
1859, when he engaged in the paper and 
stock business in Philadelphia, his capital 
being, as he himself said, $205. 

Later he became a manufacturer, engag- 
ing in the producing of paper and board 
and the printing of wall paper. On Jan- 
uary 1, 1889, the present firm was organ- 
ized, Mr. Rudolph admitting to co-part- 
nership his sons, Wilmer J. and George W. 

He was married on October 11, 1860, 
to Miranda Kimble, by whom he had three 
children, the two sons already mentioned, 
and a daughter, Carrie May. 

Mr. Rudolph carried on business both in 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, and enjoyed 
an enviable reputation in the trade.

J. R. Davis. 

J. R. Davis, paper dealer, died at his resi- 
dence, 451 West Market street, York, Pa., 
December 6. Mr. Davis had been suffering 
from the effects of a stroke of paralysis for 
over a year, but during the last few months 
was able to attend to his business interests. 
A few days before his death, after arriving 
at home from his store, he was attacked by 
a second stroke, which was the direct cause 
of his death. He gradually grew worse, and 
on Sunday night became unconscious, in 
which condition he remained until death 
came. Up to the time of his death the de- 
ceased conducted a wholesale and retail pa- 
per store at 119 West Philadelphia street. 
Mr. Davis was born in Saratoga, N. Y., and 
was in his sixty-fifth year. From boyhood 
up he had been engaged in the manufacture 
and sale of paper. His first connection with 
the wall paper business dates back to his 
boyhood, when he was employed in a large 
mill in Springfield, Mass., where he was pro- 


moted from time to time until 1861. At the 
breaking out of the war he severed his con- 
nection with that place and moved to York, 
where he had since resided. He went to 
York to superintend the paper mill then 
owned by Alfred Jessop, and continued in 
that capacity until about 1884, when he en- 
gaged in the retailing and wholesaling of 
paper in York. 





WitiiaMm J. Bartiett. 


William J. Bartlett, the head of the office 
force of the Smith Paper Company, Lee, 
Mass., died suddenly-on December 8 after 
a week’s illness. 

Mr. Bartlett was the son of Dr. Hubbard 
Bartlett, and was born in Lee, May 21, 
1825 in the house where he had lived, and 
where he died. 

After a year spent in Lenox he entered 
the office of Platner & Smith, and has 
been in the employ of that concern and its 
successor, the Smith Paper Company, for 
nearly fifty-five years, this service being 
not more notable for its great length than 
for its conspicuous fidelity. His first serv- 
ice for Platner & Smith was on the even- 
ing of April 18, 1843, when he copied a 
letter, as was then done by hand, and that 
copy, framed, has hung for a long period 
over his desk. 

Mr. Bartlett joined the Lee Congrega- 
tional Church in 1852, and was one of its 
most loyal supporters. He was widely 
known throughout Berkshire as a lay 
preacher of great earnestness and power. 
His first sermon was preached at the East 
Lee Chapel, January 31, 1869, and is yet 
preserved. He was subsequently licensed 
as a lay preacher, and his services, always 
gratuitous, have helpful to many 
clergymen and churches of Berkshire, and 
have done great good. On the Sunday 
previous to his death he preached at Mill 
River, and was taken sick on the succeed- 
ing day.

Mr. Bartlett was a very benevolent man, 
and his generosity was well known, al- 
though he kept it from the public so far as 
possible.

Lewis A. LIPMAN. 

Lewis A. Lipman, who has been identified 
with the blank book business for over fifty 
years, fully thirty of which he spent in con- 
nection with the Boorum & Pease Com- 
pany and its predecessors, died at the 
Planters’ Hotel, St. Louis, Mo., on Satur- 
day, December 11, after a short illness. Mr. 
Lipman was at his post of duty, engaged 
in selling goods, within a day or two of his 
death, when he was stricken with a violent 
attack of inflammatory rheumatism, which 
gradually reached the heart, producing pa- 
ralysis.

William Wesley Pasko, secretary of the 
Typothetz of New York, died December 15 
at the Hudson Street Hospital. Mr. Pasko 
had been ailing for some time with diabetes, 
and two months ago he was taken violently 
ill at the rooms of the Typothetz, at 108 
Fulton street, while he was there attending 
to his usual duties. His home was at Cald- 
well, N. J., and he had spent most of the 
time there since his attack, but he went ta 
the offices of the Typothete2 on Tuesday 
and was stricken again. He was sent to the

o’clock on Wednesday morning, he died. 
Mr. Pasko was born in Erie County in 
1840, and was brought up as a printer.

GET TOGETHER. 





Those Who Were There—The Creditors 
Decide to Attack the Company—A 
Committee Appointed to Look After 
the Creditors’ Interests. 

ST. LoutIs, Mo., December 15, 1897. 
As foreshadowetl in the columns of THE 

JOURNAL, a meeting of the non-preferred 

creditors of the Missouri Paper Company 

was held Tuesday (yesterday) morning, 
for the purpose of taking such steps as 
were considered for the benefit and pro- 


| tection of the various interests represent- 


ed. The session was held in the Southern 
Hotel, and was restricted to those who 
were actually creditors, their proxies and 
attorneys. 

A. B. Mudgett, of the Tytus-Gardner 
Paper and Manufacturing Company, the 
secretary of the meeting, gave out the 


| following verbatim copy of the reading of 


the minutes and accompanying resolutions, 


| which best explain themselves: 


“Pursuant to call the creditors of the 
Missouri Paper Company met at the 
Louis, Mo. There 
were present in person and by proxy $70,- 
ooo of claims. George B. Fox was elected 
chairman and A. B. Mudgett secretary. 
After a full discussion, the following reso- 
lution was offered: . 

Resolved, It is the sense of this meeting that 
proceedings be taken against the Missouri Paper 
Company to attack or vacate its recent action, and 
to subject its assets to the payment of just debts. 

Resolved, further, That George B. Fox, E. B. 
Weston and A. B. Mudgett are hereby designated 
a committee to take charge of and carry out the 
objects of the foregoing resolution, with power 
to employ attorneys to institute and prosecute such 


| suits as may be necessary for that purpose, and 


they are hereby authorized to do all things neces- 
sary for that purpose. 

Resolved, further, That the parties represented 
at this meeting and all other creditors who shall 
assent to these resolutions shall be assessed a per- 
centum upon their respective claims for defraying 
expenses and paying counsel fees, which percen- 
tum shall be determined by said committee. 

The resolution was unanimously car- 
ried. The meeting then adjourned to meet 
at5 P.M. At5 P. M. the meeting was called 
to order. The law committee reported 
progress, and asked for further time. 
Thereupon the meeting adjourned, to re- 
convene Wednesday. It was expected that a 
large number of the creditors would be pres- 
ent in person. Many who otherwise would 
have attended were detained at home by 
reason of this being, the busiest season of 
the year.

F. R. Wheelwright, general agent of the 
Wheelwright Filler and Manufacturing 
Company, of Providence, R. 1. was seen 
in town this week, he having just returned 
from the West. During his short visit in 
that section he explained to many of the 
paper manufacturers the merits of “Wheel- 
wright’s” sectional washer and _ strainer, 
which Mr. Wheelwright says were so 
readily understood and so thoroughly ap- 
preciated that several orders for the im- 
proved washer were booked with but little 
effort. Of the “Wheelwright” agitating 
apparatus, he stated that the success of 
that machine had some time ago passed 
the experimental stage, since fifteen or 
more of the agitators were already in use 
in as many of the fine mills, and a couple 
more will be in use out West shortly, as 
a result of his recent visit. 

In last week’s issue of Tue Paper 
Trave JouRNAL these two “Wheelwright” 
inventions were shown by illustrations, and 
their claims to the recognition of paper 
makers were presented. In the comment 
upon the capacity of the agitator, the types 
stated the product was crystallized sul- 
phite of lime; it should have been crystal- 
lized “sulphate” of lime, as paper makers 
reading the article would no doubt infer. 

The devising of a revolving strainer to 
work in connection with the agitating ap- 
paratus (by the use of which 2,000 pounds 
of crystallized sulphate of lime are strained 
per hour) resulted in its presentation ‘to 
the trade as a “washer” to supersede the 
old octagon style of washer, about the only 
appliance for the purpose available until 
this “Wheelwright” sectional washer was 
invented. 

The workings of this new improvement 
in washers were witnessed by the writer 
some days ago at Pawtucket, R. L., where 
the device was set up for experimental pur- 
poses. A large wooden tank was filled 
with stock to be washed, and the washer 
set to work. During the operation it was 
plainly demonstrated that the claims made 
for this washer were well founded. An 
important feature in connection with the 
device is the automatic hydraulic lift, by 
which the washer is raised out of the en- 
gine when not in use. Having four times 
the screening surface of any other style 
washer, it will do four times the work in 
a given time. As the water lifted is so 
quickly carried to the hub, and the machine 
being conical in shape, thereby offering less 
resistance to the turning of the stock, it 
takes much less power to operate. 

This “Wheelwright” washer is certainly 
deserving of every paper maker's careful 
attention.

This is probably an extreme view, but 
it is without doubt a fact that many mills, 
not only in Holyoke, but elsewhere, have 
been obliged to borrow more or 
money during the year to make both ends 
meet. 

Manufacturers say that collections are 
pretty slow at the present time, but this 1s 
not to be wondered at, considering the 
state of business. 

Prices have not changed much of late, 
and very little is said in regard to cutting, 
unless in some cases where there is con- 
siderable rivalry over certain orders in 
view. 

The stock market is devoid of interest as 
to important transactions. The usual 
amount of buying is going on, but none of 
the mills put in any more rags than is ab- 
solutely necessary until after the first of 
the year. Prices remain about the same. 

The favorable report of the engineers 
who recently surveyed the Connecticut 
River, with a view to its being opened to 
navigation, has revived the interest in that 
undertaking, and has given the matter a 
fresh impetus. 

The cost of the undertaking has been 
placed at $2,000,000, and it is understood 
that the work can be done in such a way 
that none of the industries on the river will 
be injured in the least.

These were conveyed by six separate in- 
dentures (five of them dated January 7, and 
the other December 29), which transferred 
to the brothers therein de- 
scribed as paper makers, all Gamble’s in- 
terest in the two patents already referred

* The framing of the machine at Two Waters 
was still in existence some thirty years later, when 
a valuation was made of the mill.

** This improvement has also been credited to the 
year 1811; in fact, throughout this early period it is 
very difficult to ascertain definitely when, why and 
how such-and-such an innovation was made in 
the machine.

cylinders, whence it proceeded to the second pair, 
and afterwards to any fit place of reception; and 
by continuing the process the paper, whether laid 
or wove, could thus be manufactured of an indefi- 
nite length by means of these separate moulds.

‘Lhe warm rains of last week softened 
the earth so that Saturday morning neariy 
55 feet of the wall under Herring’s new 
paper mill at Great Bend caved in. ‘Lhe 
whole wall is said to be in such a pre 
carious condition that it is dangerous to 
approach it. The work in the new mill 
will be somewhat delayed on this account. 

Col. J. T. Outterson, president of the 
Outterson Paper Company, at Brownville, 
was elected commander of the Joe Spratt 
Post, No. 323 G. A. R. for the ensuing 
year at a regular meeting held here last 
week. 

A gear slipping off the shaft and falling 
into the river at the Carthage Tissue Paper 
Mill caused one of the machines to be shut 
down for a few days till another could be 
obtained. 

The case of Edward H. Litchfield against 
the Norwood Manufacturing Company, of 
Norwood, N. Y., was tried before Hon. 
Francis A. Smith, of Elizabethtown, and 
the Appellate Division has handed down a 
decision reversing the judgment in favor 
of the plaintiff and granting a new trial. 
The case resulted in favor of the plaintiff 
for $3,245 damages, and about $1,350 costs, 
besides the granting of a perpetual injunc- 
tion restraining the defendant from claim- 
ing title to 100 acres of land worth about 
$2,000; so that there was involved in the 
litigation nearly $7,000 and the costs of the 
appeal. In September, 1886, the defendant 
bought of Robert C. Gilchrist, of Charles- 
ton, S. C., all the pine, spruce and cherry 
‘on a tract of about 8,000 acres, situated in 
the northwest corner of Franklin County, 
known as the South Third of Township 
No. 25. A lumbering contract was en- 
tered into, under which the defendant was 
to have until May 1, 1894, to remove the 
timber, and a reasonable time thereafter 
in which to float off any logs cut up to 
that date, which it had been unable to 
remove. The contract gave the defendant 
the right to cut and use any and all small 
trees needed for lumbering purposes, but 
prohibited cutting trees into saw logs 
measuring less than 11 inches at the stump. 
It also gave the right to use all streams 
and ponds on the tract for driving logs. 
The defendant commenced lumbering in 
1887, and continued until the spring of 
1804. No disputes ever arose between it 
and Gilchrist, but in September, 1893, he 
sold the land and his interest under the 
contract to Edward H. Litchfield,a wealthy 
resident of Brooklyn, who erected a pri- 
vate park. He made no complaints until 
the contract was terminated. May 1, 1804, 
defendant had about 8,000 standard of logs, 
which, owing to low water, it was una- 
ble to drive that spring.

steam. 

It is the same with electricity. The loss 
of heat robs the current of some of its pres- 
sure (voltage) and consequently there is not 
as much current (amperes) delivered at the 
far end of the wires. This loss is usually 
figured at 2 per cent. of the initial voltage 
for long or medium transmissions, and for 
I per cent. for short or inside work. Any 
desired “percentage of drop,” as it is tech- 
nically called, may be obtained by properly 
calculating the size of the conducting wires. 

Always bear in mind that the amount of 
energy lost in any conductor whatever is 
equal to the square of the current in am- 
peres, divided by the resistance of the line 
in ohms. The resistance of the line can 
be easily found by means of the volt meter, 
which simply tells the pressure or voltage 
in the wires, much the same as the steam 
gauge tells the pressure in a steam pipe. 
Another instrument is supplied, called the 
amperemeter, or the “ammeter,”’ which in- 
dicates in like manner, by pointer and scale, 
the amount of current in amperes that is at 
any time flowing through the conducting

It has been found that a certain quantity 
of current can be carried in a wire of given 
size, without heating the wire too hot. It 
is impossible to send a current of electric- 
ity, no matter how small, througn a wire 
without heating the wire. With very small 
currents, of course the heating will be very 
slight, but it will be something, and exactly 
in proportion to the amount of copper in 
the wire and the amount of current in the 
electricity sent through the wire. It is then 
necessary to so proportion the size of the 
conductor that the wires will not heat hot 
enough to damage their immediate sur- 
roundings, or to cause fire. 

There used to be a rule among the earlier 
electrical workers that 1,000 amperes of 
current for every square inch of copper 
conductor was the correct thing. That 
rule is a safe one, even to-day, and follow- 
ing it no one will ever get the wires too 
small. In other words, it means that a wire 
1 inch square will carry 1,000 amperes and 
that a wire or rod one-half-inch square 


wires. 

In the first article it was stated that the 
current at any time exactly equals the pres- 
sure divided by the resistance. The elec- 
tricians put this in the form of an algebraic 
equation, and every one of them has to paste 
it in his hat until it has penetrated the 
brain, and been entirely absorbed. therein. 
No electrical calculation can be made with- 
out this simple rule, which is known 
throughout the world as “Ohm's Law.” 

It is this: “The current equals the volt- 
age divided by the resistance.”’ In algebra: 
let C = current, 

R = resistance, and 

E = voltage (electro motive force) 
which is another name for electrical pres- 
sure. Then: 


will carry 250 amperes, ete. Of course, a 
round wire of the same diameter has not 
got as much cross section as a square one, 
but the section can be readily found by 
squaring the diameter and multiplying the 
result by .7854, which is the ratio between 
the cross sections of a square and a round 
conductor of like dimensions. 

But it has been found possible to carry a 
good deal more than 1,000 amperes per 
square inch, under certain conditions. For 
instance, if the wire is strung out of doors, 
where the air can circulate and carry off the 
heat as fast as generated, it is possible to 
carry 4,000 or 5,000 amperes per square inch 
of current per ampere. Even in some dy- 
namos, where there is opportunity for get- 
ting rid of the heat by means of a good cir- 
culation of air, the current may be carried 
up to a density of 4,000 amperes per square 
inch, 

But these heavy currents in small conduc- 
tors do not pay when there is a chance to 
put in a larger one. In dynamos it is im- 
portant to carry the wire as many times as 
possible, in a given space, through the mag- 
netism between the poles. The size of the 
wire does not count in dynamo building, it

This is the thing to be “hat pasted,” and 
it must be remembered if we are to do any- 
thing whatever with electricity. To illus- 
trate: Let there be a conductor with 110 
volts pressure in the wire, as determined 
by the voltmeter. The ammeter shows that 
there is a current of 55 amperes. Then the 
resistance will be 110 + 55 = 2 ohms. The 
loss by heating of the conductors, which is 
the power required to drive the current 
through the mains, is 55 x 55 x 2 = 6050 
watts. The watt is a convenient unit used

for power. It means one volt of pressure 


carrying one ampere of current, therefore 
a watt = volt x ampere. As stated else- 
where, if the watts be divided by 746, the 
number of horse-powers will be obtained. 
In this case, 6050 + 746 = 8 nearly, show- 
ing that over 8 horse-power is required to 
do the useless work of heating the copper 
conductors in the circuit above described. 
In an incandescent lamp the resistance is 
about 330 ohms, the voltage 110, and the 


current 110 — 330 = I-3 ampere. The pow- 
er required would be 1-3 x I-3 x 330 = 
36. 1-3 watts, or 746 +36.8'= 20 and a frac- 


tion lamps per horse-power.

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**¢Mark Twain” Will Pay. 





When the publishing house of Charles L. 
Webster & Co. assigned in June, 1894, it 
was a cause of much sincere regret to Sam- 
uel L. Clemens (Mark Twain), one of the 
members of the firm, that the creditors 
could not be paid their claims in full. On 
May 17, 1895, Bainbridge Colby, the as- 
signee, declared a first dividend of 20 per 
cent. This, it was generally understood, 
was all that the creditors could expect to 
realize from the assets of the concern. Sev- 


eral of the members of the firm made up | 


an additional sum, however, and a second 
and final dividend of 30 per cent., making 
50 per cent. in all, was paid on March 30, 
1896, in settlement of all claims. 

Nothing more has been heard of the com- 
pany, and it was said that Mark Twain had 
been practically beggared by the failure. A 
New York newspaper, believing the humor- 
ist to be in sore financial straits, started a 
subscription for his benefit. Mr. Clemens 
declined to accept the charity offering. 
Lately he has been traveling abroad, writing 
for various newspapers, and working on a 
new book, From time to time various ru- 
mors have reached America, all to the ef- 
fect that the famous author, who is now 
well advanced in years, was in straitened 
circumstances, but was too proud to accept 
assistance from anyone. Last week all the 
creditors of Charles L. Webster & Co. re- 
ceived the following communication, accom- 
panied by a check representing an additional 
25 per cent. of the claims:
